Hospital Authority to submit proposal: 
$3 million loan without new tax threat 


The Georgetown Hospital Authority will sub­ 
mit a proposal this week to meet the “communi­ 
ty participation” requirement for a low-interest 
loan without posing a tax liability for 
Georgetown citizens 
If the Farm ers Home Administration ap­ 
proves the proposal, the Hospital Authority will 
qualify for a $3 million loan to build and equip a 
new medical facility in Georgetown 
Jay Sloan, Hospital Authority president, ex­ 
plained that the “community participation” 
qualification for the FmHA loan requires the 


community to directly contribute about 25 per­ 
cent of the project. 
Earlier this year. Sloan noted, the Hospital 
Authority studied ways to put a “ tax-backed 
guarantee" on part of the loan by establishing a 
local hospital district. 
The latest proposal, however, would eliminate 
any possibility of new taxes, he said 
Under the new proposal, the community would 
receive credit for the hospital land and equip­ 
ment owned by the Georgetown doctors. 
Sloan said that if the 6-acre hospital site and 


the doctors’ medical equipment are credited 
toward the “community participation" require­ 
ment for the loan, then the Hospital Authority 
would have nearly enough assets to qualify for 
the FmHA loan 
He estimated that the assets would total about 
$600,000 — just $125,000 short of the figure re­ 
quired by the federal government agency 
The proposal was reviewed by the FmHA 
about two weeks ago, Sloan said. and the 
Hospital Authority was instructed to prepare

manager of the Lower Colorado River Authori­ 
ty. were spoken Thursday to renew confidence rn 
the management of the system that provides 
electricity in west Williamson County 
Herring s plea, however, did not dispel the 
skepticism of the 250 militant electricity con­ 
sumers who gathered in the Leander High 
School cafeteria 
In fact, as the 3-hour meeting disintegrated, 
homeowners accused the LCRA and the Peder- 
nales Electric Cooperative of conspiracy in 
jacking up the price of electric power in Central 
Texas 
The presentation by the LCRA and PEC of­ 
ficials was well-rehearsed As Tom Hutchison, 
PEC general manager, pointed out, the public 
meeting in Leander was the 32nd in the area to 
explain why electric bills have skyrocketed in 
the past two years. 
For most, it was a familiar story: The co-op 
purchases the electricity generated by the 
LCRA and distributes it to PEC members. If the

Williamson County ranks No. I in the in­ 
cidence of alcohol-related arrests in the 10- 
county Capital Area Planning Council, a CAPCO 
report released recently indicates. 
The report, completed in February, states that 
76 percent of all arrests in Williamson County 
“are for driving while intoxicated or drunk 
charges " 
The runner-up position in the study is held by 
Caldwell County, where 58 percent of the arrests 
are alcohol-related. 
Other CAPCO counties and corresponding 
percentage figures are: 
Burnet, 55 percent 
Blanco, 53 percent 
Hays, 48 percent 
Llano, 42 percent 
Lee. 41 percent 
Fayette, 41 percent 
Travis, 32 percent 
The CAPCO report indicates that arrests on 
charges of alcohol misuse are evenly distributed 
in the county. 
Quoting the 1973 Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion Uniform Crime Report, the study indicated 
that in the Georgetown area that year there 
were 205 cases of alcohol misuse — 70 DWIs, 18

YOU'RE PAYING MORE for most everything you buy - 
why’’ Because recently per-man productivity in the United 
States and elsewhere 
the amount of goods each worker 
turned out 
has declined drastically 
In five of the last six quarters the work output per person 
has gone down 
So each thing produced coit more 
Again, if we get the same amount of money or more for

But so s this When prices get too high and custom ers stop 
buying, industry cuts back

with poorly developed skills 
This breeds inefficiency, oversize staffs, poor discipline, 
big inventories, 
As industry cuts back on the work force

overhead goes down, efficiency improves, 
production per person increases so that prices can start go­ 
ing down again 
To a greater or lesser degree this cycle is repeated every 
seven years 
During a recession those with lesser skills do not have to 
be relegated to unemployment or welfare rolls necessarily. 
In Chicago, for example, for every thousand workers now 
working there are seven unfilled job openings 
Indeed, certain businesses benefit from recession bowling 
alleys, theaters, fast-service restaurants Many of these 
have help-wanted signs in the windows right now 
TAXICAB COMPANIES cannot find enough drivers There 
are presently a thousand openings for cab d riv er in Chicago 
- 
and it pays well 
Door-to-door selling on a commission basis is a vastly un­ 
derrated opportunity; some such salespersons are among 
our nation's highest-paid workers And there are ads in every 
metropolitan newspaper for such. 
You’ll need specialized skills for these next jobs, but there 
are many openings for engineers, nurses 
insurance 
salesmen, 
transcribing machine operators, automobile 
repairm en, advertising salespersons, m achinists, TV 
repairm en and electricians. 
For whatever encouragement it may be the study of many 
a biography says something like this: “ I d still be just a 
parkmg-lot car jockey except that during a recession I 
stumbled into this exciting new career."

An optimistic view 


Perhaps we have turned the corner and better times 
for this country are not far ahead. 
Inflation, especially at the grocery counter, seems 
to be easing and it seems possible that the too fam iliar 
and devastating price leaps may be mostly behind us. 
WE SAY M OSTLY, because the price of energy 
to 
heat and light our homes and to run our machines — 
will surely increase, reflecting in higher utility and 
transportation bills. 
But, on the other side of the com. we see an un­ 
employment level of about 4 per cent above what it 
was in the years our industry churned the fastest. You 
must admit that to have 92 per cent of all the workers 
in this country, men and women trained and un­ 
trained, young and old, holding productive jobs isn t a 
bad achievement in itself. Too, most of those people 
who are out of work are drawing unemployment pay 
and other forms of income redistribution to help them 
while they find other employment 
And. as the S anta B a rb a ra New-Press, pointed out, 
"the winds of changing times are helping some people 
rediscover simple pleasures. They are keeping some 
families closer to the hearth. Sellers of games and hob­ 
by supplies report good business. Libraries are teem ­ 
ing as people read more “ Hard tim es,” depressing as 
they can be, cut through the fat of fancy living and get 
to the marrow of “ getting along” and "making do” as 
anyone who scuffled through the depression of the 
1930s may recall. Small, inexpensive pleasure such as 
a walk along the beach may be rediscovered by those 
who may have dropped them for $100 weekends at a 
resort.”

IT’S GOOD NEWS, also, that work on the Alaskan 
pipeline, stalled six years by fierce debate and legal 
delay, has finally begun.

AUSTIN - The House voted 
this past week to keep the 55 
mile per-hour speed limit, but 
it also passed a bill to lighten 
speeding penalties up to 70 
mph 
F o r speeding v io latio n s 
between 55 and 70 mph, the bill 
limits fines to $25 and keeps 
tickets off of police and in­ 
surance company records This 
bill, I feel, is a mockery on 
justice for the rich who can af­ 
ford to pay. 
I voted for the 55 mph speed 
limit The lower highway speed 
does a good job of conserving 
gasoline, and Texas stands to 
lose $300 million in federal 
highway money if the speed 
limit goes back to 70. 
I voted against the bill limiting 
fines to $25. This measure will 
probably encourage motorists 
to break the speed limit and 
could seriously hurt the real 
purpose of the 55 mph limit — 
energy conservation. Both bills 
now go to the Senate for con­ 
sideration there.

HOUSE: 
After some lively 
debate, the House has given 
final approval to my clergy- 
penitent privilege bill. 
The bill will prevent judges 
from forcing a preacher, priest 
or rabbi to testify against a con­ 
gregation member. As Texas 
law now stands, a judge can 
order a clergy m em ber to 
reveal confidential information 
from church members. 
Some representatives were 
afraid the bill would let bogus 
religious organizations withhold 
information, so an amendment 
was added to restrict the bill to 
churches which have already 
qual i fi ed for fe d e ra l tax- 
exempt status. 
The House also approved my 
proposal for a referendum on 
Daylight Saving Time. This bill 
will give ev'Ty voter a chance 
to register opposition or sup­ 
port for daylight time. It will 
algo give lawmakers an ac­ 
curate measurement of how 
opinion stacks up on this con­ 


troversial issue. 
Both these bills now go to the 
Senate, where I expect them to 
be approved. 
UTILITIES REGULATION: 
Hearings on utility regulation 
— one of the hottest issues in 
the 64th Legislature — got un­ 
derway in the Senate last week 
Several different proposals 
for a utility commission have 
been introduced in the House 
and Senate. Though all of them 
are designed to fight the high 
cost of electrical and telephone 
service, they go about the task 
in several different ways.

Southwestern U. 
Visit Refreshing

GEORGETOWN, Texas—A visit to 
Southwestern University, an institution 
sponsored by the Methodist church, is 
a refreshing experience. 
By standards of a large state uni­ 
versity, Southwestern is small. Its en­ 
rollment totaled 905 last fall. 
But it is a quality institution, and 
demonstrates the usefulness of a small, 
personal university in contrast with the 
vastness of some state universities 
with thousands of students. 


SOUTHWESTERN has a beautiful 
campus, mostly white stone buildings. 
Its plant is modem and attractive, set 
a few blocks from downtown George­ 
town (pop. 7,500). Intrastate 35 is a 
mile away. 
For years after World War II when 
the low-tuition public universities and 
tax-supported 
community 
colleges 
were mushrooming, private schools 
seemed to be losing out. 
Recently, this trend appears to be 
changing. In 1974, the private and 
church colleges of Texas enrolled 
70,783 students, up 639 from the year 
before, 
notwithstanding 
tuition 
in­ 
creases of recently years and a slow­ 
down in the economy. 
By contrast, public universities in 
Texas enrolled 278,000, 
more than 
18,000 increase from 1973. Nearly 42,000 
of these are at the University of Texas- 
Austin. 
Tower Professorship 


At the ceremony inaugurating a 
professorship 
in 
political 
science 
named for U.S. Sen. John G. Tower, 
described as Southwestern’s most illus­ 
trations living ex-student. President 
Durwood Fleming spoke of the advan­ 
tages of small-school education. 
Small college teachers (we were 
privileged to attend a small college be 
fore enrolling at two large state uni­ 


versities) know their students individu­ 
ally, and care about them as friends as 
well as pupils. 
Fire for Learning 


“The place of an exciting and dedi­ 
cated teacher will never change,” Dr. 
Fleming remarked. He described the 
campus as a place to get “scholars and 
students together and set them on fire 
for learning.” 
One living example is Dr. George A. 
Hester, now retired as a professor of 
government at Southwestern, where he 
taught for 40 years. Dr. Hester was 
John Tower’s teacher, and attended 
the program honoring his old pupil. A 
former legislator and nationally-known 
expert in the field of government, Dr. 
Hester was delighted to see the newly- 
endowed teaching position at his old 
school. 
Able and serious and committed 
students will naturally flow to South­ 
western,” Dr. Fleming said. “We have 
been focusing our aims. The worst 
service we could offer is to proliferate 
courses and disciplines. Our stability 
will depend on doing what we can do 
best.” 


I IBERAL ARTS education is South­ 
western^ main offering, and Dr. Flem­ 
ing said its goal is to provide its gradu­ 
ates with “marketable degrees 
In the present academic 
where 1975 graduates are mostly 
fields for which jobs are lacking. 
Fleming’s goal takes added meaning 
Maybe we’re just old squares, 
we liked what we saw and heard at 
Southwestern University. The students 
are well-groomed and attractive. The 
campus .is clean. 
Beautiful young

the Alma Thomas Fine Arts Center, 
and grace before the meal.

LCRA bill approved so that we are no longer 
depending solely on Oscar Wyatt s natural gas 
Mrs. Richard Alley of Leander is head of the 
PEC “ ALERT” task force in Williamson Coun­ 
ty.
